Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  1962.  The  estimated  mid  year  population  was  if>780, 
which  is  a decrease  of  20  since  the  previous  year.  There  was  an 
excess  of  deaths  over  births  giving  a natural  decrease  of  28,  and 
there  would  therefore  appear  to  be  a small  movement  of  people  into 
the  district. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory,  although 
there  was  a low  birth  rate  and  rather  a high  death  rate  this  year. 

The  low  incidence  of  infection  disease  is  noteworthy,  although  we 
tend  to  forget  that  the  more  serious  ones  are  only  kept  at  bay  by 
constant  vigilance  and  by  such  active  proceedures  as  immunization. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  evening  public  sessions  were  held  in 
Cromer  in  an  attempt  to  vaccinate  with  the  new  oral  poliomyelitis 
vaccines  the  young  adults  who  fould  it  difficult  to  attend  during 
the  day.  Our  faith  in  this  vaccine  has  been  justified,  the  incid- 
ence of  poliomyelitis  during  1962  was  the  lov/est  for  50  years  in 
this  county.  The  amount  of  death  and  suffering  saved  by  immunization 
over  the  last  few  years  is  beyond  measure.  There  usod  to  be  about 
55 » 000  cases  of  diphtheria  annually  in  England  and  Wales  with  3>000 
deaths.  Now  there  is  about  100  cases  and  an  average  8 deaths.  I 
believe  that  the  public  do  not  realize  the  real  value  of  preventive 
medicine  and  its  vital  importance  to  themselves  and  their  children. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Mr.  Adamson  the  Council’s  nov/ 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  commenced  duty,  and  in  August 
Mr.  Oglesby  filled  the  new  post  of  Technfcal  Assistant,  created 
because  of  the  increasing  burdens  of  work  falling  on  the  Surveyor.

Illegitimate  births  comprise 
9*7^  «f  the  total  compared  with  'p»'5fo  for  the  previous  year  and 
1.^  for  'i960.  The  National  .birth  rate  is  0.6  higher  than  for 
1961  and  the  highest  since  1947.  - •

The  total  number  of  deaths  showed  a considerable  increase  over 
last  year  (84).  The  largest  number  of  deaths  are  always  attributable 
to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  the  figures  this  year  are  similar  to 
previous  ones.  Cancer  deaths  ^7^  show  an  increase  over  last  years 
low  figure  of  10^.  Onee  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  road  accidents 
maternal  causes  or  from  infectious  disease.

Although  the  mortality  from  Tuberculosis  ho-s-  fallen  dramatically  in 
recent  years,  there  is  still  quite  a high  incidence,  and  the  disease  is 
not  beaten  yet.  Mass  radiography  still  reveals  a number  of  persons 
with  active  disease,  and  a recent  report  suggests  that  there  may  be 
50,000  or  more  cases  of  unrecognised  Tuberculosis  among  persons  over  15 
years  in  this  country.  It  is  a fact  that  17^  of  children  have  acquired 
Tuberculosis  infection  by  the  age  of  13»

This  large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  was  a result 
of  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  which  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
These  outbreaks  occur  every  few  years  and  it  is  only  as  the  result  of 
thorough  and  painstaking  work  on  the  part  of  local  authorities  Health 
Departments  that  they  are  brought  under  control*  Hence  the  need  for 
vaccination  in  this  country,  which  is  necessary  anyway  if  one  is  to 
travel  abroad.  Older  children  and  adults,  if  vaccinated  for  the  first 
time,  may  have  unpleasant  reactions.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that 
adults  should  undergo  primary  vaccination  only  when  at  risk,  but  every 
encouragem^it  should  be  given  to  the  protection  of  individuals  while  in 
infancy.  Re-vaccination  at  a later  date  is  then  a safe  and  innocuous 
proceedure. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

In  February,  19^2,  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  the  Sabin 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  (oral  type)  for  mass  vaccination  of  persons  of  all 
ages  from  6 months  to'  40  years,  and  public  sessions  were  held  at  Cromer. 
Three  drops  on  a lump  of  sugar  (or  in  syrup  for  babies)  in  three  doses 
at  approximately  4-8  weeks  intervals  constitute  the  full  primary  course 
of  vaccination.  Where  previously  two  injections  of  Salk  vaccine  have 
been  given,  the  primary  course  may  be  completed  by  a further  injection 
of  Salk  vaccine  or  a dose  of  Sabin  oral  vaccine  within  7-12  months. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in 
the  Area  during  1962  in  all  three  categories,  i.e.  (a)  3 injections  of 
Salk  vaccine,  (b)  2 injections  of  Salk  vaccine  + 1 dose  of  oral  vaccine 
and  (c)  3 doses  of  oral  vaccine. 
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POLIOMYELITIS  (ContQ 

These  figures  relate  to  the  Administrative  Area  No.  2 of  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  as  separate  figures  for  Cromer  are  not  available. 

As  a direct  result  of  vaccinations  against  poliomyelitis,  and  the 
number  of  cases  of  this  disease  in  England  and  7/ales  ?/as  lov/er  in  1962 
than  it  has  been  for  nearly  half  a century. 

DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Immunization  against  diphtheria  is  usually  combined  v/ith  that  against 
Whooping  Cough  and.  Tetanus  so  as  to  reduce  the  total  number  of  injections 
required#  As  I forecast  in  last  year's  report,  the  number  of  immunizat- 
ions carried  out  in  1962  was  considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
This  is  because  the  campaign  to  bring  up  to  date  the  immunized  state  of 
the  school  children  in  the  district  was  completed  by  the  beginning  of 
1962,  and  the  very  high  figures  of  1961  are  unlikely  to  be  repeated.

TETANUS  IMMUNIZATION  - A total  of  3A6  children  under  15  years  of  age  and 

578  persons  over  the  age  of  15  ybars  were  inoculated 
during  the  year  with  tetanus  toxoid  and  a further  58 
received  a booster  injection.  Thus,  by  including 
those  inoculated  with  triple  or  combined  antigen,  a 
grand  total  of  1399  persons  of  all  ages  received 
protection  against  tetanus  during  1962  in  the  Area. 
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&EKE)R/iL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HE/iLTH  SERVICE 

For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  services  provided  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  19A^,  the  Urban 
District  of  Cromer,  the  Urban  District  of  Sheringham  and  the  Rural  District 
of  Erpingghajn  are  combined  to  form  County  /vrea  No.  2.  Those  services 
include  midwifrey,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  vaccination 
and  immunization,  home  nursing,  mental  health,  prevention  of  illness  care 
and  after  care,  home  helps  and  the  ambulance  service. 

Maternity  and  Child  Y7  elf  are 

The  to^n  is  served  by  an  infant  welfare  clinic,  held  tvi/ice  a month  at 
the  Local  Health  Office,  Norwich  Road,  Cromer.  The  domicilary . service 
is  provided  by  a District  Nurse/Midwife  and  a full  time  Health  Visitor, 
both  of  whom  are  in  attendance  at  the  Clinic  together  with  the  Medical 
Officer. 

All  children  under  5 are  visited  regularly  in  their  homes  by  the 
Health  Visitor,  who  takes  over  from  the  Midwife  when  the  baby  is  two 
weeks  old.  Children  of  5 years  and  over  come  under  the  supervision 
of  the  School  Nurse. 

Vaccination  and  Immunization 

This  is  carried  out  by  hte  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  and  by 
general  Practitioners.  Sessions  for  vaccination  and  immunization  against 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  polio  are  arranged  at 
Clinics,  Schools  and  G-eneral  Practitioners’  surgeries. 

School  Medical  Service 

This  takes  up  a considerable  amount  of  time  as  everyone  of  the  28 
schools  in  the  area  is  visited  annually  and  on  these  occasions  a full 
examination  of  all  children  in  the  appropriate  age  groups  is  carried 
out.  They  are  seen  during  their  first  year  at  school,  at  10  years  and 
before  leaving;  if  any  defects  arc  discovered,  they  are  referred  for 
treatment  or  investigation.  Children  in  whom  there  is  thought  to  be  a 

need  for  * yaarc  /•'•'vt  from  the  routine  visits 

many  special  visits  to  schools  are  made  for  such  purposes  as  immunization 
mental  ascertainment,  examination  when  transport  to  school  is  believed 
necessary  and  so  on.  The  vision  of  all  pupils  is  tested  at  8 years  as  a 
routine. 

General  Welfare 

These  services  are  administered  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Welfare 
Officer,  who  is  in  attendance  and  available  for  interview  at:

Although  the  health  of  the  nation  has  never  been  better,  there  is  still 
a tremendous  amount  of  ignorance  and  superstition  about  the  needs  of  the  human 
body.  Few  people  realize  that  prevention  of  illness  is  not  the  same  as 
positive  health,  and  that  one  can  be  quite  free  of  any  disease  a,nd  yet  feel 
quite  ill.  People's  ideas  about  health  and  disease  profoundly  affect  their 
own  state  of  hea.lth,  and  one  of  the  commonest  notions  is  that  one  cannot  be 
healthy  without  taking  various  medicaments.  For  example  if  you  feel  tired 
and  run  down  then  a "tonic"  is  needed;  I would  have  thought  that  a rest  and 
plenty  of  good  food  would  be  more  effective,  or  it  may  mean  that  you  have 
problems  on  your  mind.  Similarly  if  you  v;ish  to  slim  down  a little,  then 
you  take  "slimming  foods"  instead  of  just  eating  less  of  the  richer  foods. 

Then  if  you  suffer  from  constipation,  you  require  pills  or  medicine  instead 
of  adjusting  your  diet. 

Modem  advertising  does  not  help  matters,  especially  television.  Very 
often  distorted  ideas  of  health  are  being  put  across  and  it  would  appear 
that  tjithout  a constant  supply  of  pills,  medicines,  and  lotion,  the  human 
body  cannot  function  properly.  The  danger  is  in  the  idea  that  the  i.ightest 
deviation  from  normal  requires  immediate  relief  with  medicine  or  tablet.  It 
is  on  uphill  task  countering  these  false  notions,  but  I suppose  it  is  one  of 
the  neuroses  of  modern  life.

To  the  Members  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  during  1962  which  was  my  first  year 
of  service  with  your  Council.  As  the  public  health  duties  are  so  inte- 
grated with  my  other  duties  of  Surveyor,  Water  Manager  and  the  many  others 
unspecified  but  connected  with  the  business  administration  of  the 
activities  of  a busy  seaside  resort,  my  report  may  trespass  a little 
beyond  the  public  health  aspect.  I regret  to  admit  that  a terrific 
backlog  in  public  health  work  still  exists,  principally  with  regard  to  the 
systematic  inspections  of  food  shops,  cafes,  hotels,  houses  let  in  lodgings 
factories,  \jnfit  properties  and  houses  in  need  of  repair,  and  also  to  the 
checking  of  the  circumstances  of  persons  on  the  housing  waiting  lists,  but 
I hope  to  make  progress  with  some  of  these  tasks  when  the  present  glut  of 
development  schemes  has  subsided  to  normal  proportions. 

This  extraordinary  development  has  mainly  consisted  of  the  construction 
of  a boating  lake  and  the  laying  out  of  the  Evington  Lawns,  the  conversion 
of  the  former  Evington  Hotel  into  6 self-contained  flats,  the  site  v;orks  in 
connection  with  the  opening  of  a zoo  at  Howard’s  Hill,  the  construction  of 
1A  new  beach  chalets  at  the  Doctor's  Steps,  the  erection  of  concrete  scenic 
screening  in  conjunction  with  surrounding  seating  to  the  E.B.A.  Marrams 
Bowling  Green,  the  renovation  of  one  half  of  the  Red  Lion  Toilets,  the 
arrangements  for  beginning  the  construction  of  eight  bungalows  and  four 
houses  at  the  Council's  Links  Housing  Estate,  and  new  electrical  insta,llation 
and  a clean  up  of  the  basement  in  the  Council  Offices,  the  housing  of  a model 
railway  exhibition  on  the  Promenade,  and  arrangements  in  connection  with  the 
erection  of  a monument  to  the  late  Henry  Blogg,  which  was  unveiled  by  Earl 
Howe  on  23/5/62;  also  arrangements  for  Carnival  week  culminating  in  Carnival 
Day  on  1/8/62  which  was  blessed  v/ith  good  weather.  Much  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Coiancil's  own  labour  could  not  have  been  accomplished,  but  for  the 
acquisition  by  the  Council  in  May  of  a diesel  powered  tractor  with  bucket, 
leveller,  trailer,  compressor,  side  mower  and  gang  mower  accessories,  along 
with  a vibratory  roller.  I am  certain  that  this  equipment  vfill  pay  for  itself 
many  times  over  and  one  shudders  to  think  how  it  was  possible  to  get  much  v\rork 
done  without  it. 

The  public  streets,  street  lighting,  parks  and  open  spaces  and  other 
services  are  well  maintained  to  a standard  worthy  of  the  well-earned  title 
for  the  to-vvn  of  'Gen  of  the  Norfolk  Coast'.  However  there  is  at  least  one 
fly  in  the  ointment  and  I suggest  that  this  concerns  the  many  private  streets 
\diich  constitute  a' no  mans  land'  to  the  detriment  of  the  neighbourhoods 
concerned.  Private  house  building  continues  at  the  encouraging  rate  of  over 
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30  houses  per  year* 

In  my  report  I shall  be  dealing  with  some  of  the  larger  Schemes  which 
the  Council  are  at  present  contemplating,  principally  the  Schemes  for 
improving  the  sewerage  system,  the  improving  of  pre-war  council  houses  to 
bring  them  to  modern  standards,  the  continuing  of  the  building  of  new 
beach  chalets  and  the  improving  of  the  public  convenience  facilities. 

In  conclusion,  I would  thank  the  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  co-operation,  and  my  worthy 
assistant  Mr.  Oglesby,  vjho  I was  very  pleased  to  welcome  to  my  staff  in 
August,  1962,  along  with  the  office  and  outdoor  staffs  for  their  willing 
service  at  all  times.

HOUSING-  (Cont). 

October,  1962,  saw  the  start  being  made  to  the  construction  of  eight, 

2 bedroom  Bungalows  and  four,  2 bedroom  Houses,  the  scheme  having  been 
postponed  from  the  previous  year  in  response  to  the  Government's  request 
for  national  economy.  These  dwellings  should  go  some  way  tov;ards  abolishing 
the  Council's  slum  clearance  programme,  although  a problem  will  remain  for 
some  time  with  regard  to  some  of  the  older  persons  vjho  simply  refuse  to  move 
out  of  their  present  slum  houses  where  they  are  perfectly  happy. 

October,  1962,  also  savr  the  completion  of  the  six  excellent  self-contain 
ed  flats,  converted  from  v;hat  was  previously  the  Evington  Hotel  which  the 
Council  purchased  along  v/ith  the  E'/ington  Lavms  with  the  object  of  of  improv- 
ing this  extremely  important  part  of  the  Cromer  sea  front.  This  type  of  acc 
ommodation  v;ill  suit  those  applicants  v/ho  do  not  vjisb  gardens  and  who  must 
live  in  a central  part  of  the  tovm. 
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Turning  to  the  Council's  existing  houses,  the  most  importrnt  ^’’ecision 
of  the  year  v^as  to  bring  up  to  modern  standards  the  remaining  54 
houses  to  complete  the  modernisation  programme  at  rji  estimated  cost  of 
£10,255>  at  an  average  cost  per  house  of  about  £190*  Discretionary 
improvement  grants  should  amount  to  about  £1,298#  I hope  to  report  the 
completion  of  this  Scheme  in  my  next  Annual  Report.  In  some  cases,  the 
tenants  did  not  wish  to  wait  for  the  major  scheme  and  made  arrangements 
with  the  Council  to  pay  back  the  cost  of  improvements  in  the  form  of  a 
little  increase  in  the  weekly  rent# 

The  Links  Estate  Houses  were  badly  in  need  of  exterior  re-painting 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a start  had  been  made  to  this  work  using  the 
Council’s  ovm  labour#  ^ 

Some  tenants  of  Council  Houses  in  the  Marrams  area  have  requested 
the  Council  to  convert  the  outbuildings  to  garages,  but  the  suggestion 
was  gone  into  very  thoroughly  and  it  was  found  that  the  project  was 
uneconomical  as  single  garages  or  garages  in  batteries  would  be  much 
cheaper  to  build.  However,  on  investigation,  it  was  found  that  the 
demand  for  the  latter  would  not  justify  their  erection  at  this  stage. 

COMMON  L0DGIN&  HOUSES 

With  reference  to  paragraph  6 of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/63> 
there  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  within  the  District# 

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  two  large  private  caravan  sites  in  very  pleasant 
surroundings  licensed  within  the  District,  as  follows 


Frequent  consultations  have  token  place  with  regard  to  the  planning 
and  licence  conditions  imposed,  but  I am  pleased  to  report  that  co-oper- 
ation has  been  readily  forthcoming  from  the  owners  of  both  sites  and  that 
no  great  difficulties  have  arisen. 

Some  complaints  of  illegal  caravanning  have  been  investigated  and 
appropriate  action  has  been  taken  where  required. 

The  Council’s  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  County  Planning 
Authority  to  refuse  palming  permission  for  a caravan  site  on  the  field 
immediately  to  the  east  of  Bullimore's  caravan  site  was  heard  on  6/9/62 
but  the  appeal  was  not  upheld.  Chalet  development  on_  the  same  site  has 
also  been  refused  since I 


SETERAGE  MD  SElWxGE  DISPOSAL 


Most  of  the  Urban  District  is  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  a survey 
carried  out  by  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  showed  some  overloading  in  places,  especially  in  the  York  Road, 
Overstrand  Road,  and  East  Church  Street  vicinities.  Schemes  of  duplication 
of  sewers  have  been  worked  out  for  those  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£21,664>  which  include  s a nev/  tail  sewer  commencing  at  the  jionction  of 
Overstrand  Road  with  Cromwell  Road  and  proveeding  along  Overstrand  Road 
to  North  Lodge  Gates,  then  proceeding  along  the  North  Lodge  Drive  and 
finishing  at  the  to§  of  the  Gangway  hill  via  the  Information  Bureau. 

Much  private  housing  housing  development  is  at  present  taking  place 
at  Hill  Close  off  the  top  of  the  Norwich  Road  and  at  Roughton  Road,  near 
the  U.D.C.  bdundary  but  so  far  these  areas  are  not  sev/ered.  A Scheme  to 
lay  a new  sewer  for  these  areas  to  discharge  into  the  existing  system  at 
the  junction  of  Prince  of  "^Tales  Road  vdth  West  Street  has  also  been  drawn 
up  by  the  ucunty  Public  Health  Engineer  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £17j850. 

The  sanction  of  the  Ministry  is  being  sought  for  both  schemes,  and  the 
question  of  grants  and  capital  contributions  is  at  present  being  looked  into. 

The  main  outlet  is  to  the  sea  under  thePeir,  but  whereas  raw  sewage  is 
discharged  in  the  winter  months,  only  the  effluent,  after  the  sewage  has 
passed  through  large  settling  tanks,  is  discharged  in  the  summer  months. 

This  involves  a colossal  task  lasting  over  three  months  in  the  winter  for 
5 men  to  clean  out  these  settling  tanks  which  are  situated  under  the  Prom- 
enade adjacent  to  the  Melbourne  Slope.  I consider  that  it  would  be  wise 
for  the  Council  to  adopt  some  other  means  of  immediate  disposal  during  the 
summer  and  perhaps  this  aspect  could  be  examined  after  the  beforementioned 
sewerage  Schemes  have  been  completed. 

STREET  CLEMSING 


Street  Cleansing  was  carried  out  during  the  summer  by  5 inen  and 
during  the  rest  of  the  year  by  3 men.  Street  gullies  are  cleansed  at 
least  A times  per  year  under  contract.  Few  complaints  wore  received 
and  on  the  whole  the  men  do  a satisfactory  job.  The  orderly  barrows 
are  fast  becoming  obsolete  and  some  may  soon  have  to  be  replaced.  The 
town  has  a shortage  of  litter  receptacles  but  if  the  Council  continue 
to  purchase  a few  each  year  the  position  should  be  improved  and  the 
road  sweepers*  burdens  made  lighter.  It  is  a great  pity  that  the  public 
at  large  do  not  yet  realise  that  the  Litter  Act  of  1958  is  still  in 
operation. 

PUBLIC  CLEi^SING 

The  Council  are  fortunate  in  having  an  exceptionally  good  crew  on  the 
permanent  refuse  collector  (Karrier  12  cu.yd)  and  a weekly  collection  of 
refuse  is  carried  out  regularly  v;ithout  fuss  or  serious  complaint.  This 
regular  collection  is  augmented  in  the  summer  months  by  the  second  refuse 
collector  (Karrier  7 cub.  yd.)  to  keep  the  refuse  collecting  service 
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highly  satisfr.ctory.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  vehicles  in  a 
thoroughly  good  roadv^orthy  condition. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  hottom  went  out  of  the  waste-paper 
market  and  no  merchant  could  he  found  to  take  it.  The  Council  decided 
to  suspend  wastepaper  collections,  but  offered  to  burn  the  same  for 
tradesmen  who  v^ere  prepared  to  transport  it  to  the  Destructor.  There 
has,  been  no  Lnprovoment  in  the  market  since. 

The  same  conditions  apply  to  'tins'  market  and  from  April,  1962,  the 
merchant  will  only  uplift  the  tins  on  condition  that  the  Council  pay  £1 
a ton  for  the  service,  which  they  agreed  to  do. 

The  dumping  of  refuse  at  the  Northrepps  Tip  vjas  discontinued  in  1961 
when  the  Destructor  at  Sa.ndy  Lane  v;as.  brought  back  into  use.  Hov/ever, 
the  tip  vi/as  not  full,  and  the  ovmer  was  insisting  on  filling,  levelling 
off  and  soiling  as  soon  as  possible.  It  was  agreed  to  dump  the  clinker 
and  was  which  if  allowed  to  accumulate  any  further  would  have  prevented 
any  further  access  to  the  Destructor,  at  the  Northrepps  Tip  and  in 
addition,  soild  has  been  taken  there  when  procurable-.  The  Council's 
tractor  which  greatly  speeded  up  the  filling  operations,  has  also  been 
brought  into  use  for  the  levelling,  and  the  whole  operation  will  soon 
have  been  completed. 

Efforts  have  been  made  in  several  quarters  for  securing  another  tip, 
including  Messrs.  Lincoln's  of  Overstrand  Road,  Messrs.  Abbs  of  West 
-.Runton,  Mr.  J.  J.  Gurney  at  the  Old  Gravel  Pij)s,  Northrepps  Road,  and  a 
fe?/  disused  railway  cuttings  belonging  to  British  Railways.  There  is 
nwo  every  chance  that  the  Council  will  procure  the  cutting  immecHately  to 
the  east  side  of  the  tunnel  imderneo.th  the  High  Station  Goods  Yard  subject 
to  satisfactory  terms  being  hegotirted  with  British  Railways,  /ui  early 
solution  to  the  tipping  problem  must  be  found. 

The  National  Industrial  Full  Efficiency  Service  was  called  in  in 
December  '1 961  to  examine  the  v^^orking  of  the  Destructor  and  to  give  advice 
on  improving  the  operation  of  same.  It  was  found  that  whereas  the  original 
rated  capacity  T;a3  6 tons  in  10  hours  viz  0,6  tons  per  hour,  the  Council 
were  trying  to  deal  ?jith  1.3  tons  per  hour  over  a 6 hours  firing  perio-d, 

The  real  ansv/er  lies  in  the  adding  of  another  furnace  cell  and  enquiries 
a.re  in  pro.gress  in  this  connection  at  present,  but  in  the  meantime  by 
installing  electric  lighting  and  adding  to  the  length  of  the  working  day, 
also  bettor  adjustment  of  dampers  and  more  frequent  slicing  of  ho  grate, 
reasonable  operation  has  boon  achieved,  A Water  supply  and  hot  water  with 
toilet  and  washing  facilities  have  been  made  available.  The  Electricity 
Board  have  at  present  in  hand  imiDrovemonts  to  the  trunkating  of  the  air 
supply  from  the  fanand  if  this  is  still  not  successful,  the  fan  can  be 
speeded  up  by  installing  a faster  motor 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


Generr.lly  the  eight  blocks  of  conveniences  are  maintained  in  a clean 
and  satisfactory  manner,  especially  those  at  Runton  Road,  Bond  Street  and 
Cadogan  Road  Car  Park.  Time-switches  were  installed  in  the  all-the  -year 
round  conveniences  to  save  the  expense  of  the  attendant  turning  out  every 
night  to  switch  off  the  lights.  Recurring  spates  of  Vandalism  caused  much 
un-necessary  expense  both  in  materials  ojid  labour. 

A thorough  renovation  vjas  made  in  the  Red  Lion  Conveniences,  Ladies 
side  in  time  for  the  summer  season,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a similar  renovation 
will  be  carried  out  on  the  mens'  side  during  the  current  year.  Thereafter, 
the  councils  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the 
fabric  of  the  Melbourne  Conveniences#  ^ 

Negotations  are  gdlng  on  at  present  for  the  acquisition  of  land  adjacent 
to  the  bus  shelter  in  Mill  Road,  for  the  erection  of  a further  small  block 
of  public  conveniences. 

PUBLIC  NUISMCES. 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  70  cases  which  p .ri^f'vly  resulted  in  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

However,  statutory  action  was  required  in  two  cases,  one  of  which 
concerning  an  accumulation  of  rubbish  resulted  in  a successful  prosecution, 
and  the  ’other  concerning  an  important  building  occupying  a prominent 
position  on  the.  sea  front  is  still  in  the  melting  pot. 

A ^arge  proportion  of  the  complaints  need  never  arise  if  good  neighbourly 
relations  were  maintained. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  & OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  within  the  Urban  District,  but  occa.sionally 
it  is  necessary  to  issue  condemnation  certificates  in  respect  of  meat  which 
has  gone  bad  in  the  butcher's  premises  or  may  have  been  imported  in  an 
unfit  state. 

A deal  of  work  is  aRso  involved  in  inspecting  other  foods  which  are 
suspect  in  other  food  shops,  and  to  cover  the  cost  of  administration,  the 
council  decided  in  March  to  charge  2/-d  for  each  ceiatificato  issued. 

In  oRl,  65  certificates  v/cre  issued  during  the  year  involving  a weight 
of  approx.  500  lbs  of  food  either  condemned  or  surrendered  voluntarily, 
and  which  was  taken  to  the  Destructor  for  burning. 

One  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  investigated  and  traced  to  the 
consumption  of  infected  Ox  tongues  on  bacteriological  examination. 
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FOOD  PREMISES 

Only  spasmodic  visits  could  be  made  to  those  premises  due  to  the 
pressure  of  other  duties  and  much  systematic  inspection  is  still 
required  for  it  is  obvious  that  some  Purveyors  are  still  not  fully- aware 
of  their  obligations  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations*  Contraventions 
or  .deficiencies  were. brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  .as  necessary,  , but  pleased  to  report  that  it  was  not  found 

neebssary  to  institute  proceedings  in  any  particular  case.  In  a few 
instances,  it  was  necessary  to  issue  warnings  in  respect  of  impurities 
or  ojjher  foreign  bodies  found  in  foodstuffs*

WATER  SUPPLY.  * 

The  main  so\irce  of  water  supply  continues  to  be  from  Metton,  and 
165,87^,000  gallons  having  been  pumped  from  this  source  ^"uring  the  year 
1962, an  increase  of  5>A45»000  gallons  over  the  previous  year,  1 961 . The 
water  is  pumped  frpm  tv;o  2V’  boreholes,  of  v^hich  the  potential  yield  is 
72, COO  gallons  per  hour  on  a I6  hour  day.  A chemical  analysis  of  this 
water  is  as  follows

The  fluorine  content  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  most  East  /uiglian 
waters  but  is  still  belov/  the  figure  of  1 part  per  million  which  is 
usually  regarded  as  the  optimum.  In  other  respects  the  analysis  calls 
for  no  special  comment*  This  water  is,  in  our  opinion,  fit  for  drinking 
purposes*
